To arrive at the point of beginning, 
commence on the west line of Lot 16 
in said Rahdert's Subdivision at the 
intersection by the southerly right- 
of-way line of U.S. Highway 30 (Coli- 
seum Drive) as situated 65 feet south 
of Line "E" and established in Docu- 
ment No. 72-17438; thence easterly 
along a 65 foot right-of-way line, a 
distance of 228.8 feet to a concrete 
highway monument; thence southeasterly 
on the south right-of-way line of U.S. 
Highway 30, a distance of 151.35 feet 
to a concrete highway monument as 
situated 80 feet normally distant 
south of said Line "E" and the point 
of beginning; thence easterly along 
an 80 foot right-of-way line, a dis- 
tance of 223.8 feet; thence southerly 
by a deflection right of 90 degrees, 
a distance of 106.3. feet; thence

SECTION 2. That upon adoption of this Resolution: 

(a) Said Resolution shall be filed with the Allen 
County Assessor; 

(b) Said Resolution shall be referred to the Committee 
on Finance and shall also be referred to the De- 
partment of Economic Development requesting a re- 
commendation from said department concerning the 
advisability of designating the above designated 
area an "Economic Revitalization Area"; 

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting this designation as an 
"Economic Revitalization Area" for public hearing; 

(a) If this Resolution involves an area that has al- 
ready been designated an allocation area under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re- 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designation as an "Economic Revitalization 
Area" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti- 
tion. 

SECTION 2. That this Resolution shall be subject to 


being confirmed, modified and confirmed or rescinded after public 
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hearing and receipt by Common Council of the above described re- 
commendations and resolution, if applicable. 

SECTION 4. That this Resolution shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 


approval by the Mayor.
